with bitter ſighs , with deep op- 
preſhons, O thatI had mercy ! 
O this' burden ! O this wound ! 
O this fin ! Yea, and with deepe 
proteſtations; If the Lord will but 
pardon it;If he wil (ſhew me mer- 
cy; if he would receive me graci- 
ouſly, he ſhould have the calves of 
my lips,I would love him indeed, 
{ would ſerve him, I would praiſe 
and thanke him, I would ſpeake 
good of his name, I would ſay, 
Who is a God like him, that forgiveth

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iniquities, tranſgreſſions and ſins, and 
aſſeth by the ps people 2 
Well, the Lord hath ſhewed 
bimſclfe like himſelfe,a God very 
gracious and mercifull ; but wee 

erhaps have ſhewed our elves 
fike our ſclyes,in diſtreſſes,carneft 
and full of promiſes ; but in our 
WH exemptions, flat, and full of for-
